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HE Lord Crater by leaue of Parliament granted in May, 1641: 
went beyond Sea,to attend his Charge in Holland , and returned 
not into any of theſe three Nations till April 1659,

Upon the ſixth of March, 1650. inthe Lord (raters ab- 
ſence , the Parliament that then fat ( without Hearing Charge or 
Summors, and upon the Teſtimony of Richard Faulconer extraju- 
dicially taken, who falſely ſwore that the Lord Craven promoted a Petition to 
tlie King of Scots at Breda) did Confiſcate his Eſtate , declaring the Lord Cyatenro 
to be an Offendor , Wirthinan 1riſh Reſolve of Parliament of the 24th. of «Avg. 
1649. grounded upon Letters from 1relazd ; Ordered to be ſent into Ireland , 
there to be put in Execution, and which concerned only ſuch Engliſh and Scotch 
as hid been imployed by the Parliament in 7reland, and had revolied and betrayed 
their Truſt there. Or fuch who had or ſhould adhere to them there. 


Shortly after the ſaid Votes of Confiſcation, the Lord Cravens friends in England 
applyecd themſelves to that Parliament, Acquainting them that the Lord Craves 
was beyond the Seas , and knew nothing of the proceedings againſt him here, and 
therefore defired leave ro ſerd an Expreſs unto the Lord Crauento give him no- 
tice thereof, And in the mean time to ſuſpend rhe Execution of their Vote of 
Confiſcation. Which Petition was read in Parliament ; bur leat,e was not granted, 


Afrerwards (viz. ) Fuly 3, 1651, (bcing about four mencths after Confiſca- 
tion) That Parliament was plcaſcd to paſs ſome Votes in Nature of a Summons , 
requiring the Lord Crates perſonally tro appear before the Parliament the chird 
of Sep'emler tollowing to anſwer ſuch things as ſhould te obieted anainit him. And 
Ordered the Symmozs to be printed and publiſhed ; Of which the Lord Craven 
was to take Notice at his Peril, though leave as aforeſaid was denicd to ſend to 
him, the Lord (raven being then in High Germazy, diſtant from Lordoz near 500. 
Miles , Neither was the ſaid Summons direted according to the Law of the Land 
to be ſerved upon hrs perſoz ; Nor was there any Charge then, or at anytime after, 
during the ſitting of that Parliament drawn * againſt the Lord (aver to which he 
might give Anſwer, tn caſc he had perſonally appeared. 


That before the Bzll of Sale did piſs,the L. Craven had ſeveral Petitioxs,which he 
ſent from beyond Scas, ſubſcribed with his own hand, preſented to and read in Parlia- 
ment. As allo ſeveral Petitions in the name of his fr:ends on his behalf,were likewiſe 
preſcnetd to, and read iz Parliament betore the ſaid Bill of Sale did paſs. Thereby 
informing the Parliament that they could make it appear, that the /»formatzoz given 
by the ſaid Faulcoxer was altogether falſe. That they could prove it by ſufficient 
Witneſſes, rhen in and about Loxden , ready to be produced in Parliament, and 
by the Original Draughr of the Petition mentioned to be preſented at Breda, of 
Faultoners own band writing, turther informing the Parliament, that there were

examinations taken at whiteball which tended to clear the Lord CraUuen,but thoſe on- 


ly were tranſmitted to the Parliament,which ſcemed to make againſt the L.Crates, 


The Petitioners praying allo that thoſe Examinations might likewiſe be tranſmitted 


to, and be read in Parliament as well as thoſe have becn whichfeem to make a- 
gainſt the Lord (raven. And that the Lord Cravey might be head in his 
D-fence before the Bill of Sale did paſſe ; But all this could not prevaile to 
have the Lord Cravess Cale heard before his Eſtate was expoled to Sale; 
which Original Examinations ſo coxcealed and timely made knowne unto 
the Parliament as aforcſaid, are ſince brought to light and ready to be pro- 
duced in Parliament, 


Neverthcleſs before the {aid Bill did paſs (no anſwer bcing given to the ſaid Pe- 
titious) the Lord Craters friends did (ſitting the Parliament) Indidt the faid 
Richard Fanleoner of Perjwyy committed by him In that very 1nformation of his a+ 
gain't the Lord Craven, and the Grand Fury tound the indiftment , whereupon 
the Lords Craverns friends did agatiz petition the Parliament Zefore the faid Bill 
of Sale did paſs. And did thereby acquaint them , that the faid Faulconer was 
Indifed of Perjury , and that the Grand Jury had tound the Inditment. And 
beſceched them that ( yet) they would be pleaſed ra heare the Lord Cravens 
Cale beforc the ſaid Bill of Sale did pals ( As by the Petition read in Parlia- 
ment, and remaining upon record there may appear)But could not prevaile to 


be hcard,. 


That the ſaid Bill of Sale afterwards being paſſed, the Lord Cravers friends 
did vigorouſly proſccute the IndiFmert againit the ſaid Faulconer to cleare the 
Lord Craverns I,zocency,though it could nut ſave his Eſtate, and the ſaid Faulcocer 
was accordingly brought to his Tr3al. And after five houres hearing of cvidence 
in the Upper Bench , in the preſence of as great an Auditory as hath been known 
in Weſtminſter Hall ; the ſaid Faulconer was convified of wilfull Perjurytor that wery 
Depoſition of his againſt, the Lord Craver, Ar which tryal the ſaid Original 
draught of the Petition of Eulconers own hand-writing was then produced - and 
rcad in Court in the preſence of Faulconer, and ſeveral of the Witneſles,who 
ſubſcribed the ſame,were allo examined in Court, clearing the Lord Caverns 
Innocency of the matter charged againſt him by Faulcorey , and alſo it was pro- 
ved inthe preſence of Faulcoper at the ſame time by ſeveral Witneſſes of what 
a wicked life and converſation he was, wiz. 


(1.) That he drank a health to the Dev! on his Knees. 


(2.) That he ſaid the Virgin Mary was a Whore, and our Saviour (hr: a 
Baſtard. 


( 3-) Thathe had been in Alrsbary Goale , and Newgate for Rot beryand Felony, 
and {everal other horrid things were then proved againlt him, here forborne 
to be mentioned. 


And afterwards the ſaid Faulconer upon his Death-bed , with great Terror and 
Horror of conſcience confeſſed publickly ro ſeveral people then preſent with him 
in his ſickneſs, the Y/lfulreſſe of his Perjury in that information of his againſt 
the Lord Craven, and manifeſted his ſorrow for the ſame , and declared how 
he was prompted thereunto, and alſo acknowledged that Pezury and want was 
a great cauſe to draw him to commit ſo horrid a Perjury ; The truth of which 
Confeſſion upon his death-bed hath been already arreſted at the Barre of a 
late Parliament , which ſat Anno 1656. where the Or1io1nal Confeflion under Faul- 


an" own hand was then produced, and ſtill remaines upon Record in Par- 
IRment, &. 
» That 
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That after ſuch time as the Lord Cravens Eſtate was expoſed to Sale, ſeveral 
Memtlers of that Parliament, which were his Fudges , and condemned him wheard, 
were the firſt char ſtepr in to buy the Lord Cravers Eſtate, and had amony(t 
them to the value of 5000. li. per anzum, and upwards; there being then in Par- 
liament, when the ſaid Bill of Sale did paſs, but fourty three Memiers , twery 
whereof were againſt the ſale of the Lord Cravens Eftate, as appears by che 


Journal of Parliament upon the Diviſion of the Houſe , whether the Lord Cra- 
vers Name ſhould paſle in that Bill. 


Notwithſtanding all theſe diſcouragements ; the Lord Crates , though he had 
loſt his Eſtate, was reſolved to purſue the recovery chercot with Hue and Cry 
by lis conſtant appeals for Fu{{1ce ro all ſubſequent Powers and Authorities , and 
therefore no {voner was that Parliament which confiſcated his Eft:te mmterrupted 
by the Army , bur he appealed by Petition to the Cortertron , which atter- 
wards was tiled by the Name of a Parliament. After that ro the Parliament 
which met Azro 1654, And attcr that to the Parliamezt in 1656, and allo to 
the Parliament Anno 165, All which Authoritics did admit of the Lords Cra- 
wes Pctition of eAppeal, and put the fame in a way of Examination Bur by 
reaſon of their uitimely di(j olutions , he could get no rclict upon the reſpective 
Addreſſes which he made unto theſe Parlti ments. 


And laſtly , After that Parliament which confilcated the Lord Cravers Eſtate 
arheard, was reſtorcd to fit again after fie years interruption, the Lord Craien 
in the cloſe purſuitot his Appea!, and to clear his iznocency , did alſo prefchr 
his humble Peticion unto them , which was read in that Parliament , dcfirin 
that he might be zow heard at the Bar of their Houſe, Bur they were not vleaſed 
to grant that liberty tro the Lord Crater, only appointed a Commirtee to conſi- 
der of a comfortable S$u4ſi/tance our of what remained unſold of his Eſtate (which 
was vcry inconſiderable in poſſeſſion being little above 200 li. a year) Bur that 
Parliament ſhortly atrer the making of that Order, was the ſecond time interrupted 
by the Army, and the Lord Crates was not relieved in the leaſt upon his Peritton : 
Nor hath he ever ſince his Eſt-re was firlt confiscated in March 1650, had any 
Allowance our of the ſame tor kis ſubſiſtence. : 


Obſerve upon the whole MATTER. 


( 1) Thatthere is not any Crime objected againſt rhe Lord (rater for which 
- byatiy Law his Eſtate ought to be confiſcated ( the pretended Crime a- 
painſt him bcing only made by a Bare Yote not reduced intoa Law, nor 

- grounded upon any Charge, Impeachme;t, I:dicimezt or Hearing.) 


(2 d) Thatthe Lord Craves is not withinthat Vote, ic relating meerly to Actings 
in 1relard, andthe Lord Crave never having been in /relazd , tor ating any 


thing rclated to it, 


( 3.) That there is no other proof of his ſuppoſed (7:me concerning the pro- 
moting of a Petition at Breda 3 but the Oath of one ſingle _ eX= 


trajudicially taken ; for which Oath that VYitne# was found guily 
of Perjury. 


( 4.) The putting of his Name into a Bill of Sale without a Charge or 
Offence by Order in Parliament was wrparliamentary and without 


Preſident.

( 5.) That the Vote*for Summons of the Lord Crates was about foure 
eMoneths aſter Confiſcation, he had no perſonal Notice of it, and Leave 
was denyed to be given to ſend him notice : Neither was there any 
Charge againſt him to anſwer , if he had come. 


( 6.) The Lord Craven often petitioned to be heard long before the Bill of 
Sale did paſs, but was not admitted to be heard, 


(7.) That a great part of the Lord Cravers Eſtate hath been bought upon 
very calic rermes by thoſe that were his Fudges, and by others very 
neerly related to them , Who by their Beneficial Bargains , Sales of 
Woods , and pulling down of Houſes ,, and ſclling the Materials and 
other profits made, have for the molt part reinhwſed themſelves their par= 
chaſe-Money. 127 
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Foy all which Reaſons the Lord Craven ſues for a Repeal 
of the Votes and ARs made againſt him, aud Reparation 
for bus loſſes, as this Parliament in ther Wiſdome
